Town councillors 
to ‘seek advice on 
biomass application’ 


BARRY Town councillors have 
unanimously agreed to 
commission independent experts 
to get more information about the 
gasification plant - known locally 
as ‘the incinerator’. 

Councillors decided to seek 
independent examination following 
Natural Resources Wales’ 
announcement last month that it was 
‘minded’ to grant Biomass UK No 2 
Ltd a permit for the plant. 


NRW has told The GEM it is 
confident that it has the necessary 
expertise to rule on permit 
applications. 

Other recommendations at the 
council meeting included an extension 
of the consultation period to give 
proper time to challenge mistakes and 
assumptions in the consultation 
document; and to make information 
available for analysis by independent 
experts.

Why was biomass plant 
built without a licence?

No company would invest money 
in construction of a plant and take it 
to completion unless it was virtually 
certain of being granted a licence. 

If, as I suspect, a licence is 
granted, then a completely 
independent authority, preferably from 
outside Wales, should be called to 
investigate what went on. 

Hopefully, the same group of 
citizens who co-ordinated opposition 
to this hazard to our environment and 
health will then co-ordinate a demand 
for such an investigation.

BARRY GAS PIPES ARE 
SET TO BE REPLACED 


WALES & West Utilities 
is due to start work to 
upgrade gas pipes on the 
Port Road West area of 
Barry which will make 
sure that local homes and 
businesses continue to 
receive a safe and reliable 
gas supply for years to 
come. 

The £138,000 investment 
work, which starts on January 2, 
involves upgrading metal pipes 
to plastic ones and is anticipated 
to take 13 weeks. 

As part of the work it is 
necessary for traffic management 


to be in place. This has been 
agreed with the Vale Council 
and will involve the use of two- 
way rolling traffic lights on Port 
Road West for the duration of the 
scheme. Provision will also be 
made to accommodate cyclists. 

Wales & West Utilities 
programme controller for the 
area, Francis Kirk, is managing 
the work and said: “Our work in 
the area is essential to keep the 
gas flowing to heat homes and 
power businesses in the area and 
to make sure the gas network is 
fit for the future. 

“We have worked closely with 
the Vale Council to plan the best 
way to complete our work while 


keeping disruption to a 
minimum. 

“Working in areas like this is 
never easy but we will work as 
safely and as quickly as possible 
to make sure that we get the job 
done with minimal disruption for 
local people.

‘Support our town centre’ 
says local campaigner 


A LOCAL campaigner says he is 
concerned that car parking charge 
proposals and planning decisions could be 
having a detrimental impact on the 
‘shopping health’ of Barry. 

Barrie V Evans, co-ordinator of the Barry First 
Group, claimed potential parking charges and the 
recent decision to deny Aldi a branch at the Ty 
Verlon estate, only to see one be erected at 
Culverhouse Cross, would prove counter¬ 
productive. 

He told The GEM: “With the recent 
announcement by the Vale Council of its proposal to 
implement car parking charges on the streets of 
Barry and the Vale, I completely fail to see the logic 
in these ridiculous proposals. 

“I wonder which person within the council came 
up with this absurd and detrimental idea in the first 
place? The Vale Council recently refused planning 
permission for Aldi to site a store just off Cardiff 
Road in Barry. 

“Their reason for the refusal was that they did not

want to detract customers from using Holton Road 
and High Street in the town. 

“Yet the same council planning department 
approved the inclusion of a site for the same 
company to open at Culverhouse Cross less than five 
miles from the outskirts of Barry.” 

Mr Evans said that when he went to Aldi at 
Culverhouse Cross recently he bumped into ‘a lot of 
shoppers from Barry’. 

“When I entered the store, I was acknowledged by 
over 15 Barry residents who were shopping in the 
new supermarket and I am sure there were many 
more shopping there from Barry that I didn’t know.” 

Mr Evans said it was an example of people being 
drawn away from shopping in Barry when it need 
not be the case. 

He said any decision to introduce car parking 
charges would encourage a “mass exodus of people 
to go to out of town shopping complexes”. 

He claimed: “Many people in the Vale will decide 
not to shop in the towns, but will instead opt for the 
easier, cheaper choice and free parking spots at retail 
parks such as Cardiff Bay, Culverhouse Cross and 
Bridgend Designer Outlet.” 

He said if that happened it would mean people 
using more petrol and producing more exhaust 
fumes on their journeys at a time when the public 
had increasing concerns about damage to the 
environment.

Island Marine’ penalty 
shootout for young Bex 


FOR this year’s charity, 
Island Marine were 
inspired by an incredible 
family within the club and 
in particular, Bex Price 
( 12 ). 

Bex is the daughter of Janine 
Bennett and Gavin Price, a coach 
for the under-11s. Bex was 
diagnosed with Pulmonary 
Hypertension (PH) in December 
last year, an extremely rare and 
serious disease with only a 
handful of children being 
diagnosed each year. 

Following a bout of fainting, 
Bex was admitted to Great 
Ormond Street Hospital in 
London in 2016, where she stayed 
for four weeks. She returned home 
having to wear a pump 24/7 with 
medicine being infused directly 


into her heart every four minutes. 

With her mum and dad having 
to make her medicine daily, taking 
approximately an hour, she is back 
to living as normal a life as can be. 

The Dinosaur Trust was 
established by the parents of a 
young boy who was diagnosed 
with PH aged two. The sole focus 
of this charity is to find a cure for 
PH and the charity is doing this 
through a number of research 
projects, also funding a full-time 
research nurse at Great Ormond 
Street Hospital. 

All teams from the Island 
Marine from the under-6s to 
under-16s held a penalty shootout 
during their training sessions in 
November and raised £3,500 for 
the charity. 

Bex joined in with the under- 
11s at Holm View Leisure Centre 


and did better than the boys. All 
the teams had a prize for the top 
penalty taker and the top three 
players who raised the most 
money across the club received a 
gift, with Dylan Clarke (under- 
16s) first raising £160, Benjamin 
Venton (under-10s) second with 
£131 and Loukas Stephenson 
(under-6s) with £118.

His parents, Chay 
and Jenna, were left 
humbled by the level of 
care and support 
received from all of the 
care staff, especially 
Jungle ward where they 
spent most of their 
three-week stay. 

Jungle ward even 
goes as far as providing 
play support staff 
members Polly and 
Clair. They ensured 
that Blyth had lots to 
do from colouring, to 
games and watching 
DVDs. 

When Chay and 
Jenna spoke to Clair, it

Large cannabis factory 
found in Barry house 



Police have 
uncovered a 
cannabis factory, 
capable of making 
growers hundreds 
of thousands of 
pounds, at a house 
in Barry. 

Officers forced their 
way into the Holton 
Road property on 
Monday morning after 
they were tipped off by a 
member of the public 
about a suspicious smell 
coming from the address. 

Inside they found 
approximately 600 plants 
growing in all the rooms 
of the two-storey 
building. 

Rooms had been 
adapted to promote plant 
growth and the 
electricity meter had 
been bypassed. Bare 
wires were exposed and 
the property made safe 
for scenes of crime 
officers to attend. 

The plants were at 
various stages of growth 
- some were mature, and 
ready to be harvested, 
and others were young 
plants. Crime scene 
investigators discovered 
evidence that drugs had 
previously been 
harvested at the address. 

The gang had used the 
chimney breast inside the 
property in an attempt to 
expel the pungent smell 
of the plants into the sky 
unnoticed. 

The address was 


empty when officers 
arrived, and they are now 
looking for those who 
are behind the 
sophisticated operation. 

Detective Inspector 
Dean Taylor, said: “In 
the heart of Barry - on a 
main street - this 
operation was capable of 
making a lot of money 
for criminal gangs and 
there’s a high chance that 
these drugs would have 
been sold across the 
town. 

“It would have 
remained undiscovered 
had it not been for the 
public who acted on their 
suspicions and this is the 
best way for the 
community to make a 
stand against drugs. 

“Cannabis growers 
using houses and flats 
depend on the cover of 
the community, but 
communities - just by 
being alert and aware of 


the signs - can expose 
them very quickly and 
make sure they don’t 
gain a footing right 
under their noses.” 

Giveaway signs of 
cannabis growing which 
usually take place in 
rented accommodation or 
derelict properties 
include: 

• A strong smell 
emanating from the 
property 

• Blacked out 
windows; 

• Suspicious to-ings 
and fro-ings at the 
address, often after hours 
of darkness. 

Landlords can also 
protect themselves from 
cannabis growers, which 
invariably cause 
significant cosmetic and 
structural damage to the 
properties they use by 
ensuring regular visits 


and thorough checks are 
made to all rooms of 
properties. 

DI Dean Taylor 
added: “Landlords can 
easily be misled by 
cannabis growers who 
will use techniques to 
filter the pungent smell 
within a property. They 
should insist on checking 
every room in a 
property; it can save 
them a lot of expense in 
the long run.” 

Landlords are also 
advised to be aware that 
criminals will often offer 
to pay rent up-front in 
order to secure 
properties. 

Anybody who 
suspects drug activity in 
their area can contact 
South Wales Police via 
101 or call 
Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 
555 111.

Penarth Ramblers 
enjoy a walk in 
Llantrisant area 


FOLLOWING a 
train journey to 
Llanharan, William 
from Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
and his five 
companions set off 
along pavements, 
before climbing to 
join a dark pathway 
through the 

Llantrisant Forest 
recently. 

They emerged at 
Ynysmaerdy Farm, with 
its collection of old mine 
buildings, once part of 
Flantrisant Colliery. 

After avoiding some 
agitated farm dogs and 
crossing the River Ely 
near the Royal 
Glamorgan Hospital, 
they carefully crossed the 
busy A4119 to gradually 
climb Y Graig, where 
morning break was 
enjoyed. 

Making their way into 
Flantrisant, once a very 
important Norman 
military stronghold and 
entering the main square 
known as the Bullring (as 
it was used for bull 
baiting), they paused at 
the statue of William 
Price. 

Despite the fact he 
was only five-and-a-half 
feet tall, this flamboyant 
and eccentric scholar, 
archdruid, political 
reformer, surgeon and 
pioneer of cremation was 
born in Rudry to very 
poor parents and spoke 
only Welsh until the age 
of 10. 

In later years, he was 
renowned for his peculiar 
clothing, including 
wearing a crown of the 
body of a fox with legs 
dangling over his 
shoulders and upon his 
death, it is said that 
20,000 people came to 
watch his cremation and 
managed to drink all the 


pubs in the town dry. 

Feaving via Roam 
Road and passing the 
remains of an old rifle 
range to arrive at the 
large earthworks of the 
Iron Age Rhiw Saeson 
Caerau Hill Fort, 
Rhiwsaeson means 
‘slope of the Saxons’ and 
the fort was possibly 
defended during the 
Roman invasion in 
AD79. 

Crossing fields and 
tracks to Creigiau, their 
lunch break coincided 
with a visit to Caesars 
Farm Shop, where 
dandelion and burdock 
drinks and onion bhajis 
Scotch eggs were 
scoffed, with other 
purchases being made.

by climbing Craig 
Gwilym with its views 
towards the Bristol 
Channel, then Garth Hill 
with its panoramic views, 
a steep descent into 
Gwaelod-y-Garth 
brought them alongside 
the River Taff before 
crossing into Taff’s Well 
to catch the train home.

A 25-YEAR-old Barry mother- 
of-two dropped five dress sizes 
after she found a solution to 
her weight problems. 

Stacey Avaient told The GEM that 
for years she had yo-yoed between 
bingeing on food and starving herself. 

She explained: “My entire life had 
been spent being morbidly obese. At 
my heaviest, I topped 17 stones. Apart 
from the obvious health implications 
obesity has, being obese takes its toll 
mentally too. 

“People don’t realise that obesity 
can cause eating disorders. For what 
felt like a lifetime, I battled with 
bingeing and starving myself. 

“After having my first child, 
Brandon, the reality of bingeing and 
starving was too difficult and too 
physically draining to deal with as a 
new parent.” 

Stacey tried weight loss products 
but with no success. She was also 
concerned her son might suffer 
problems with his weight in years to 
come. Trips to the gym also failed to 
deliver lasting results. 


In desperation, she turned to weight 
loss tablets, but suffered serious side 
effects such as palpitations and a 
worrying rash. 

After a second pregnancy, carrying 
her son Jody, she became obese again, 
and topped the scales at 15 stone. 

Things changed things permanently 
after she passed the TFL Centre on 
Cardiff Road, Cardiff, and saw local 
women going full throttle on punch 
bags. 

“It sparked a lot of interest in me 
and one day I contacted Jordan, the 
creator of ‘RiKasystemz’, and took the 
plunge to attend one of their eight 
classes. 

“Jordan encouraged me during 
every class, pushing me that little bit 
further every time. They were there 
after the class too, to answer any 
questions or just give motivational 
advice. 

“She inspired me, made me believe 
in myself and gave me courage in 
changing myself correctly.” 

Stacey has kept the weight off and 
weighs nine stone.

Plaid Cymru group leader on Barry Town 
Council, Cllr Shirley Hodges, said: “Natural 
Resources Wales must extend the time limit for 
consultation beyond the mid-January timetable so 
that all aspects of the draft permit can be examined. 

“They are making decisions on information 
which has not been scrutinized by independent 
experts.” 

Cllr Hodges added: “This is our health that they 
are messing with, and we want independent experts 
to be satisfied, not an underfunded NRW waving 
through information given to them by the plant 
owners.” 

Fast week, Nadia De Fonghi, the operations 
manager for Natural Resources Wales insisted NRW 
was examining all the relevant material and had the 
expertise required to monitor the site. 

She said: “All our decisions on permit 
applications are made after analysing all relevant 
facts, evidence and data. 

“At this stage, there is no evidence that the plant 
cannot operate to legal and environmental 
standards. The purpose of this latest consultation is 
to give people an opportunity to provide any 
evidence we have not seen or considered so far.” 

She added: “We strongly disagree that NRW 
doesn’t have the expertise or capacity to monitor the 
site effectively.”

Helen Joy, of 
Glamorgan 
Smallholders, said: There 
are a lot of similarities 
between smallholders in 
Wales and smallholders 
and the Menoua region 
of Cameroon. This is an 
exciting opportunity to 
share and exchange 
about good practice.” 

With the money raised 
by the Food for 
Prosperity crowdfunding 
campaign, equipment 
will be bought to help set 
up an artisan food 
cooperative in Cameroon 
and provide them with 
training.

Football Club are 
planning to launch the 
Food for Prosperity 
project in the Menoua 
region of Cameroon in 
February 2018. 

“Our plan is to train 30 
people in the Menoua 
region in the art of 
charcuterie and 

butchery,” said Carol. 

“A further 60 people 
will be trained in 
preservation of fruit and 
vegetables. Candidates 
for these courses will be 
selected from all villages 
in the Menoua and will 
then be responsible for 
training others. 

“We will all be 
funding our own travel 
costs and the money 
raised by crowdfunding 


on Kickstarter will be 
used to buy basic start-up 
materials with which we 
can equip the community 
cooperative which we 
hope to establish in 
Menoua. 

“These will include: 
meat mincer, sausage 
stuffer, butchery knives, 
cutting boards, jam 
thermometers, vacuum 
packer, training manuals 
and packaging material. 

Angharad and Mark 
Underwood said: “We 
are delighted to be 
founding members of 
this initiative and waving 
the flag for Wales. We are 
excited about helping the 
community by sharing 
our skills, learning from 
them and laying the 


groundwork for future 
Welsh-Cameroon 
initiatives in rugby and 
building skills.” 

Illtud of Charcutier, 
winner of the 2016/2017 
BBC Food and Farming 
Awards Best Producer, 
said: “It is an honour and 
privilege to share my 
skills with people who 
will use this knowledge 
to improve their lives, the 
lives of their family and 
their community. At the 
same time, I am looking 
forward to learning about 
the culture, heritage, 
unique food traditions 
and products that the 
country has to offer.” 

Added Carol: “This is 
a great opportunity for 
Wales to create a strong 


and sustainable 

relationship with 

Cameroon. This 

friendship will help 
people in Cameroon gain 
skills needed to help get 
out of poverty and earn a 
sustainable living and 
give Welsh businesses 
some new ideas to help 
boost their own 
businesses.

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HILE the 
Star Wars 
franchise 
has never truly 
gone away, it 
received a 
hyperspace-like 
boost when JJ 
Abrams’ The Force 
Awakens (Episode 
VII of the main 
saga) was released 
in 2015. 

With returns for 
classic characters like 
Han Solo and General 
Leia, and new characters 
like Daisy Ridley’s Rey, 
John Boyega’s Fin and 
more, it was a gigantic 
success, and, eager to 
find out where the new 
trilogy goes from there, 
Episode VIII: The Last 
Jedi now hits the big 
screen. 

The Force Awakens 
ended with Rey (Daisy 
Ridley), whose force 
powers awoke during the 
events of that film, 
tracking down the self- 
exiled Luke Skywalker 
(Mark Hamill) in order 
to be trained in the ways 
of the Jedi. 

Luke is reticent to 
empower Rey’s abilities 
even more, but with the 
danger of the First Order 
on the horizon, led by 
the mysterious Snoke 
(Andy Serkis) and his 
apprentice Kylo Ren 
(Adam Driver), will 
Luke unleash Rey’s 
powers - and what will 
the effect be...? 

The Force Awakens 
was a film that re¬ 
established Star Wars as 
a franchise, its 
familiarity of old 
characters and the 
introduction of new ones 
both reassuring fans of 
the series while taking a 
baby step into a new 
cinematic world. 

If you consider that 
film to be a palate 
cleanser, then The Last 
Jedi is the main course - 
and what a sumptuous, 
dense and delicious 
thing it is, a film that 
marries the familiar 
beats with unexpected 
ones, that maintains the 
tone of the series but is 
bold and brave enough 
to take it in directions 
that you wouldn’t 
necessarily expect. 

JJ Abrams was a safe 
pair of hands to bring 
Star Wars out of 
hibernation, a director 
well-versed and steeped 
in turning nostalgia into 
something new. 

Rian Johnson is a 
director who has proved 
over his filmography to 
be one who is keen to 
take chances {Brick, 


Looper ), to be daring, 
and that was just what 
The Last Jedi needed to 
be, Johnson (who wrote 
the script as well as 
directing) has fashioned 
a film that does that in 
spades while never 
losing sight of its 
identity. 

His direction is 
marvellous, the epic 
scope and scale you 
would expect from the 
series shot with a keen 
eye and there are 
moments of real visual 
beauty, starships 
exploding in silence, 
suns setting, that truly 
convey the scale of what 
is unfolding. 

His script is also 
wonderful, paying lip 
service to the past while 
steadfastly looking 
towards the future; given 
how close The Force 
Awakens cleaved to A 
New Hope, logic would 
dictate that this film 
would marry up with 
The Empire Strikes 
Back. And while it 
certainly does pivot into 
darker moments, it 
refuses to conform to 
those expectations. 

The story moves in 
smart ways, the 
character beats superb as 
we realise that not 
everything (and indeed 
everyone) is as cut and 
dried as you would 
expect, while themes of 
war profiteering and 
who is really fighting on 
the right side gives the 
usual ‘good guys versus 
bad guys’ conflict a 
different twist. 

Having waited nearly 
all of The Force 
Awakens to be 
reacquainted with him, 
Mark Hamill delivers an 
outstanding turn as Luke 
Skywalker, a hermit 
afraid of reigniting the 
Jedi due to a dark 
moment in his past. 
Hamill’s craggy looks 
give a real sense of

Skywalker’s descent into 
his own personal black 
hole and his arc strikes 
at the heart of the film. 

The sadness 
surrounding Carrie 
Fisher’s death makes her 
final turn as Leia all that 
more poignant, while 
Daisy Ridley grows in 
stature in the same way 
as her character, her 
performance assured as 
she shares the screen 
primarily with Hamill. 

Adam Driver’s 
performance as Kylo 
Ren is excellent, the 
internal conflict wholly 
apparent between the 
light side and the dark 
side of the force, and he 
and Ridley share some 
excellent moments that 
are both superbly acted 
but also hint at where 
the next film may take 
us. 

John Boyega gets 
saddled with a flat 
subplot involving 
picking up a safecracker 
from the Star Wars 
universe’s version of Las 
Vegas, Canto Blight, but 
his partner in that 
enterprise, Kelly Marie 
Tran’s Rose, makes for a 
pleasing foil, while the 


likes of Laura Dem and 
Benicio Del Toro bring 
gravitas in small but 
pivotal roles. 

It’s not wholly 
perfect, the 152-minute 
running time definitely 
feeling a little sag in the 
middle section 
(primarily down to Fin 
and Rose’s unengaging 
sojourn to Canto Blight) 
but it ramps up towards 
its conclusion, delivering 
emotional reveals and 
epic battle sequences 
that leave you barely 
coming up for air. 

It’s a gloriously epic 
and wondrous film, one 
that pushes the Star 
Wars universe firmly 
forward, leaving the 
appetite truly whetted 
for the concluding part 
of this new trilogy (to be 
directed by the returning 
Abrams); The Last Jedi 
is the sort of grandiose 
film that you can delight 
in, and is without doubt 
one of the finest films in 
the franchise thus far. 

VERDICT: Back 
bigger and better than 
The Empire Strikes 
Back, Star Wars: The 
Last Jedi is an excellent 
film, one that plays by 
franchise rules but takes 
the story and characters 
into unexpected places 
and takes the series itself 
into new territory. 
Superbly marshalled by 
Rian Johnson, and with 
great performances, 
most notably Mark 
Hamill’s turn as Luke 
Skywalker, this is an 
epic and incredible film.

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Banish the bleak mid-Winter by Sara Milne 



COLOUR can be 
sadly lacking from 
gardens in January, 
but a simple way of 
bringing a little bit 
of sunshine back 
into the outdoors is 
by using containers 
packed with hardy 
plants that provide 
colour, texture and 
a good few weeks of 
interest. 

Make sure you place 
them where they can be 
seen - in areas close to 
your home, in view of 
visitors or in places 
where they can be 
appreciated from the 
warmth and comfort of 
indoors - such as outside 
the kitchen window or 
on a window sill. 

The upside of colder 
weather is that flowers 
last longer and even the 
humble evergreen such 
as bay, laurel or 


viburnum looks stunning 
edged with a touch of 
winter morning frost. 
Some of the best 


plants for winter colour 
are classic favourites 
that still bring a smile to 
the face in deep mid 


winter and, outside of 
prolonged snow and 
rain, can survive into the 
spring. 

Helleborus niger - 
also known as the 
Christmas Rose - is a 
stylish starting point and 
has a purity of colour 
that makes it ideal as a 
single planting or as a 
centre piece in a mixed 
container. It has clusters 
of saucer-shaped flowers 
in white, pink, green, ma 
uve or smoky purple. 

The winter flowering 
Viola (looking like a 
mini pansy) is a really 
cheerful choice for pots 
and planters and comes 
in a variety of colours 
from white through to 
yellow, orange, mauve, 
purple and blue. 

Erica (also known as 
Heather) brings a hint of 
the highlands to any 
seasonal container with 
its stems of delicate 
flowers in white, pink,

red, magenta or purple. 

Before you get going 
on planting make sure 
you take on board these 
tips from the Royal 
Horticultural Society for 
growing in containers 
during winter: 

Remember that plants 
grow very little in 
winter, so make sure you 
start with good-sized 
plants and use sufficient 
numbers of plants for the 
size of container to make 
an impact from the start. 

Position your 
container where it will 
get as much light as 
possible during the 
winter months to ensure 
plant foliage remains 
green and healthy. 

Water containers 
carefully in winter, 
making sure you check 
the compost regularly, as 
it can soon dry out in 
mild spells. Smaller 
plants are more 
susceptible to over or 
underwatering. 

It is not necessary to 
feed container plants 
during the winter. 

Raise containers off 
the ground on pot feet or 
bricks to aid drainage 
and help prevent the 
freezing conditions that 
cause pots to crack. 

Choose frost-proof 
terracotta or containers 
made of plastic, 
fibreglass or wood. Use 
bubble wrap containers 
in severe weather to 
reduce damage to plant 
roots.

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A Christmas message from 
the Vale Council leader... 


I ’D like to take 
this opportunity 
to wish all Vale 
residents a very 
happy Christmas 
and healthy New 
Year. 

It has been a 
whirlwind first seven 
months as Leader of the 
Vale Council since the 
Conservative Party’s 
success at the local 
elections back in May. 

I must admit I’ve 
found it something of a 
culture shock splitting 
my time between the 
family business and the 
demands of heading an 
organisation that plays 
such an important role in 
all our lives. 

Often that has meant 
very long days, chairing 
Council meetings and 
meeting with our 
partners in the private or 
voluntary sectors or 
attending Scrutiny 
Committees in the 
evening. 

The run up to 
Christmas is another 
busy period, but 
hopefully there will be a 
little time to relax with 
the family over the 
festive period. 

As I say, it has been a 
hectic second half of the 
year with many pressing 
issues to address so it 
was vital my colleagues 
in the Cabinet and I hit 
the ground running after 
the May elections. 

I’d like to think in the 
short time we have been 
in control there has 
already been significant 
progress made in some 
of the areas that most 
affect Vale residents, and 
we will continue to fight 
for our communities 
amid challenging 
financial conditions in 
2018. 

One subject of major 
concern is the traffic 
situation in and around 
Dinas Powys. I’m sure 
most of us are aware of 
the problems of 
congestion in the area 
and that this is 
something that affects 
not only the village 


itself, but as the main 
transport link for the 
area, has consequences 
for the entire eastern 
Vale. 

Residents’ opinions 
have been canvassed on 
the matter, and having 
met with those living 
locally myself, I 
understand first hand 
just how concerned they 
are and fully appreciate 
why this subject 
generates such strong 
feelings. 

It is a complicated 
issue, but after years of 
inaction, we have taken 
real strides to address 
the problem. Funding 
has been secured from 
Welsh Government for a 
scoping exercise and the 
second stage of work 
into exploring potential 
solutions is well under 
way. 

Once the findings of 
studies that have been 
conducted are clear, I 
look forward to 
assessing the best way 
forward. 

We have already 
moved to spend money 
on road resurfacing at 
the Merrie Harrier 
junction on the edge of 
Penarth to improve the 
condition of this busy 
transport route. 

Funding has also been 
gained from Welsh 
Government to 
investigate the 
possibility of improving 
access between the M4 
and the Vale, potentially 
shortening journey times 
to the likes of Barry, the 
airport and St Athan and 
enhancing the County’s 
appeal to investors. 

This is an exciting 
initiative that could be 
hugely important for the 
Vale, possibly forming 
part of the Cardiff 
Capital Region City 
Deal, a £1.28 billion 
funding agreement with 
Welsh and National 
Government that will 
hopefully see large scale 
investment in the South 
East Wales area which 
should provide high 
quality job opportunities 
for Vale residents.

This hardback book 
examines these leaders 
and offers something 
different as the history of 
Celtic resistance has 
rarely, if ever, been the 
subject of one volume.

This Christmas, 

Maria, now a mother of 
two young daughters, 
reminisces in her new 
book, Cycling to the 
South Pole, about 
climbing the Leverett 
glacier and her innate 
longing to return to the 
bitter cold land of 
silence described by 
Captain Scott as “an 
awful place.” 

Below is an extract 
from her journey... 

“Avalanche after 
avalanche powering 
down the mountains 
throughout the day 
gnawed into my fears 
about my safety and the 
glacier climb ahead. My 
perception of distance 
was confused. The scale, 
magnificence and 
emptiness of the 
Transantarctic mountain 
range that lay to my 
right grew closer as I 
pedalled. 

I thought about how 
both Scott and 
Amundsen would have 
arrived at its foot over a 
hundred years ago, and 
how they would have set 
about tackling the 
unknown. 

The Beardmore 
glacier that Captain 
Scott had chosen and the 
Axel Heinberg glacier 
that Roald Amundsen 
had tackled, were 
steeper but shorter in 
distance than the 
Leverett glacier. They 
would have arrived at 
the mountain base with 
dogs and ponies. I was 
soon to arrive with my 
unusual looking, 
untested, Polarcycle. 

For the first time on 
my journey I began to 
doubt the strength in my 
thighs, which I had 
worked so hard to build 
up over the last year. I 
took some comfort in the 
fact that my 985 watts of 
maximum power, that I 
had produced in my 
fitness testing, would go 
some way in helping me. 

Testing my legs in a 
controlled environment 
was, however, no 
comparison to testing 
them on a glacier in 
Antarctica at minus 40 
degrees. 

My tyres were 
rumbling over hard 
packed ice, with the 
occasional layer of soft 
snow blown from a 
snowdrift. The strong 
winds, that regularly 
channelled down the 
glacier, produced 
exposed ice, making the 
possibility of pitching a 
tent more and more 
difficult. 


I feared I did not have 
sufficient ice screws to 
hold my tent on pure ice 
in a severe storm. The 
lack of snow would 
mean I would have to 
dig up huge blocks of 
ice to lay on the 
valances to keep my tent 
rooted to the spot. 

One moment the 
glacier seemed to tower 
down on me as angry as 
it had been in my 
nightmares and in 
another moment the ice 
looked smooth and the 
gradient shallow. 

I realised that my 
vision was deceiving me 
and my ability to 
calculate depth was 
impaired. The glacier 
stretched 3,000 metres 
above sea level in an 
endless tail of ice that 
disappeared into the sky 
above. 

My thoughts started to 
fracture at the prospect 
of the climb ahead, so I 
forced myself to 
concentrate on the 
magnificence of my 
immediate surroundings. 
At times I had to pinch 
myself just in case I was 
dreaming. The enormity 
of the mountain range 
that surrounded me was 
mind blowing, 
indescribable — too vast 
for my mind to handle. 

It prompted demons 
to pop into my mind and 
I had to make a constant 
effort to chase them 
away as I pedalled on. 
Over the last two days I 
had climbed gradients of 
between one and eight 
percent and I was 
accustomed to cycling 
uphill. My legs were 
tired but fully engaged 
and I had plenty of 
strength left. 

Until now, I had 
avoided using my lowest 
gear ring on the front 
wheel, as having one 
more ring in reserve 
gave me hope. The 
gradient was now rising 
to between eight and ten 
per cent in places. 

I had cycled 50 
kilometres in 13 hours 
and 20 minutes and my 
GPS revealed that I was 
at an altitude of 1,452 
metres. That meant I had 
just over 1400 metres 
left to climb up the 
glacier. 

All of a sudden I hit a 
slightly steeper section 
of the glacier and I was 
forced to enter my 
lowest front gear ring for 
the first time. I had been 
dreading this as I needed 
to save this gear for the 
toughest inclines. 

I pushed on and the 
pedalling became very 
tough. As I touched 51 
kilometres I was forced 
to stop. I was shattered 
and the thought of what 
lay ahead was 
overwhelming.”

would need to be made to 
the crew accommodation 
before the 2019 season. 

“We have more 
recently been advised 
that the long-accepted 
practice of using

November 2016’s 
swoop saw two 
consignments of 

puppies - including 
beagles, basset hounds, 
labradoodles and 

pomeranians - 

intercepted at Holyhead. 

Most of the puppies 
were aged between six 
and seven weeks old. 

An RSPCA 

spokesman said: 

“Conditions on the two 
vehicles were 

horrendous, and placed 
the puppies at risk of 
severe welfare problems. 

“Transport was not 
ventilated, adequate food 
and water not provided, 
and filthy conditions 


were evident in both 
vehicles. 

“Shockingly, in one 
van, attempts had been 
made to conceal the 
transported puppies 
behind bales of wood 
shavings. 

“After an initial 
veterinary inspection the 
puppies were returned to 
the Republic of Ireland, 
and into the care of the 
DSPCA. 

“Thankfully, all bar 
one survived, and were 
happily re-homed - 
including beagle pup 
Hugo.” 

The RSPCA 

emphasises that impulse 
puppy purchases are 
often not well- 
researched, and can 
unwittingly fuel the 
illegal puppy trade. AS 


Vale MP urges Welsh 
Gov’t to give cancer 
patients in Wales 
‘parity with England’ 


VALE MP and 
Secretary of State 
for Wales Alun 
Cairns is calling on 
the Welsh 

Government to give 
Welsh cancer 
patients the same 
access to treatment 
already received by 
English patients. 

Mr Cairns has 
formally written to 
Welsh Health Secretary 
Vaughan Gething to 
highlight the lack of 
cancer drugs available in 
Wales compared to those 
that patients are able to 
access in England. 

Since 2013, English 
patients have been able 
to access Perjeta, a drug 
that can significantly 
extend the lives of 
women with HER2 
positive incurable 
secondary breast cancer. 

The Welsh 
Government has not 
provided this medication 
on the NHS due to the 
National Institute of 
Health and Care 
Excellence (NICE) not 
concluding its appraisal 
of the drug. Despite this, 
it has been available to 
patients in England 
through the Cancer 
Drugs Fund. 

In addition to Perjeta, 
the MP is calling for 
Palbociclicb and 
Ribociclib to be made 
available. Both drugs 
can provide up to 10 
additional months of 
good quality life to 


patients dying from 
HER2 negative incurable 
secondary breast cancer. 
The two drugs have been 
recently recommended 
by NICE to be made 
available on the NHS, 
however no information 
has yet been shared by 
Mr Gething as to 
whether or not Welsh 
patients will be able to 
receive this treatment. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said: “Welsh cancer 
patients should not be at 
a disadvantage compared 
to those living across the 
border. Every second of 
life is precious to those 
with incurable cancer, as 
well as to their loved 
ones. 

“Therefore if there are 
drugs available which 
can extend these 
patients’ lives, then it is 
only right that those in 
Wales have the same 
access as English 
patients. 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “The 
Health Secretary has 
already written to the 
Secretary of State to 
explain that palbociclib 
and ribociclib will be 
available in Wales next 
month. 

“We are awaiting a 
decision from NICE on 
Perjeta. Since our New 
Treatment Fund was 
launched in January, we 
have drastically cut the 
timeframe for making 
recommended medicines 
available.” 


Farewell service 
at St Paul’s church 


EVERYONE who has had a 
family connection with the 
Barry Church of St Paul’s is 
warmly invited to the farewell 
service on New Year’s Eve. 

St Paul’s was the first Anglican 
church built for the new town of Barry 
in 1892 and many generations of 
families will have past and present 
members who have been in the 
congregation, sung in the choir, been 
altar servers and Mothers’ Union 
members over all the 125 years. 

The very last service begins at 
10.30am on Sunday morning, 
December 31 and many from all the 
Anglican churches of Barry will be 
joining the St Paul’s congregation for 
what will be a celebration of all the 
years, for all those who have attended 
St Paul’s for christenings, 
confirmations, weddings, funerals and 
glorious services. 

The land for the building of St 
Paul’s was given by Lady Jenner of 
Wenvoe Castle and under the 
leadership of its famous Rector David 
Weatherill, established the tradition of 
glorious ‘High Church’ services with 
beautiful ceremony, incense, many 
candles and outstanding singing. 

Ever since the days of Father 
Weatherill, St Paul’s stood for a 
tradition re-born of the Oxford 
Movement, which depends not on a 
love of what has been described as 
‘Technicolour’ worship, not on 
ceremony for ceremony’s sake, but on 
a right understanding of God and the 
Sacrament of the Altar, with worship 
focused on beautiful and holy chancels 
and sanctuaries. 

St Paul’s Choir was of such a high 
standard that it was chosen to sing in 
London at the Festival of Britain in 
1951. The Festival of Britain was 
similar to the Millennium celebrations 
and in London was built The Skylon 
and Dome of Discovery. 

In 1956 the choir sang Choral 
Evensong for BBC Radio 3. This 
service is still broadcast every 
Wednesday today and as an example of 
the standard of St Paul’s Choir, Choral 
Evensong is usually sung only by 
Cathedral choirs. A young member of 
St Paul’s choir in those days was 
Robert Tear who became a tenor of 


international fame. 

St Pauls’ Church contains a war 
memorial to all the past church 
members who lost their lives in the 
First and Second World Wars and one 
from the Korean War. Also displayed 
in St Paul’s was the red ensign from the 
steamship Trevessa which sank in the 
Indian Ocean. 

The flag was rescued by the cabin 
boy, from Barry, and the flag presented 
many years ago by his mother, Mrs 
Dora Phillips. A beautiful memorial 
window in St Paul’s is to the captain 
and crew of the liner Royston Grange 
destroyed by a fierce fire after collision 
in the River Plate in 1972. All officers 
and crew lost their lives. 

Her captain was from Barry: 
Captain George Booth, and the 
window, presented by his wife, bears 
the inscription ‘REMEMBER 
CAPTAIN GEORGE BOOTH & 
CREW OF THE ROYSTON 
GRANGE LOST WITH ALL HANDS 
IN THE RIVER PLATE 1972 RIP.’ 

Immediately following the farewell 
service everyone can view a small 
exhibition of memories from past and 
present church members and St Paul’s 
will remain open on Sunday morning 
until 1pm to view it. The display is 
being organised by Terry Sylvester 
whose grandparents attended St Paul’s 
even before the church was built! 

This was a ‘tin church’ known as the 
Iron Room, many of which were 
supplied in kit form to satisfy the 
urgent need for churches to serve 
expanding populations. The 
Sylvesters’ family connection has 
continued through five generations; 
John Sylvester was a boy soloist in the 
choir in 1900 and his brother Victor 
Sylvester was church organist in the 
1920s and three generations of current 
members of the family were in St 
Paul’s choir. 

St Paul’s’ highly regarded last 
Rector is Father Robert Parrish who 
will continue to serve in the Barry 
Ministry area at Merthyr Dyfan 
Church and St Mary’s, following the 
forced closure of St Paul’s against all 
the wishes of its congregation, by the 
former Bishop of Llandaff and 
Archbishop of Wales, Barry Morgan.

MP claims ‘harassment 
forced him to move’ 


OGMOREMP Chris 
Elmore says MPs and 
councillors should be 
‘better protected from 
harassment by 

disgruntled voters and 
constituents’. 

Mr Elmore said in a 
Commons debate on 
harassment that when he 
was a councillor in Barry, 
he had dog excrement 
pushed through his door 
and that ‘people in public 
life need greater support 
to help them deal with 
issues of that kind’. 

He told Home 
Secretary Amber Rudd 
that in the run-up to last 
year’s by-election, in 
which he was elected in 
the Ogmore constituency, 
newspaper articles 
claimed that he did not 
live at the address at 
which he did live. 

Mr Elmore said: 
“Despite the Labour 
Party offering proof, 
without doubt, that I 
lived at my home 
address, articles were run 
saying I did not live 
there. 

“After my election I 
received countless 
numbers of tweets from 
people saying they were 
looking through my 
lounge windows to see 


how my furniture was 
laid out. I lied to my 
partner—she now knows 
this—when I referred 
that to the police, 
because I was terrified 
she would want to move 
out of our home.” 

Referring to his 
experiences as a 
councillor in Barry, he 
said: “I have asked the 
Home Secretary whether 
she could change it so 
that councillors receive 
the same protection as 
MPs. 


THE next meeting 
of Barry & Vale 
Friends of the Earth 
will be on Tuesday, 
January 2, at 
7.30pm in the Castle 
Hotel, Jewel Street,

Friends of the Earth 
recently joined the Docks 
Incinerator Action Group

“I had to move 
because constituents put 
dog excrement through 
my door. This behaviour 
is not just linked to MPs, 
but to councillors too.” 

Mr Elmore asked that 
by-election candidates, 
with all the scrutiny they 
receive from the written 
and social media, are 
given support 

particularly if they are 
then elected to the 
Commons and have 
never experienced that 
type of abuse before. 


He has refused to do 
this, so the AMs were 
presented with 100-plus 
signed letters from 
residents asking him to 
reconsider. 

Natural Resources 
Wales (NRW) is now in 
the process of its final 
consultation on the 
incinerator. This only 
lasts for a few weeks so 
we would ask members 
of the public to join 
DIAG and FoE in 
objecting to an operating 
licence being granted.

Baross’ boot gives

AFTER a nailbiting finish 
against Llanishen RFC the 
previous week, Barry expected 
it to be a slightly easier 80 
minutes last Saturday when 
they entertained bottom of the 
table Llantwit Fardre RFC at 
the Reservoir Field. 

It was hoped, with home advantage, 
that they could complete the double 
over the visitors having won the first 
encounter between the two sides 27-22 
last September.

A penalty was awarded to Llantwit 
Fardre for Barry being caught offside. 
The kick found touch well inside the 
Barry half and from the resulting 
lineout Fardre attacked the Barry 
line - only to knock on once again and 
give a scrum to Barry.

Baross’s relieving kick ended up well 
inside the opposition’s 22. From the 
resulting lineout Barry knocked on 
and gave the scrum back to Llantwit 
Fardre from which they were able to 
set up an attacking movement only to 
knock the ball on themselves. 

From this scrum, Barry won the ball 
and in trying to gain ground Baross 
kicked the ball directly into touch 
while being outside his own 22-metre 
line.

After 20 minutes or so an 
infringement by one of the Llantwit 
Fardre players inside his own 22- 
metre line led to a penalty being 
awarded to Barry, which was duly 
converted by Kyle Baross to bring 
Barry within one point of the 
opposition. 

From the restart, Llantwit Fardre 
attacked strongly and came close to 
scoring, only to lose the ball on being 
stopped by a resolute Barry defence.
